Rubin's Fill 
Suit Attacked 


Councilman Lewis Howell 
lashed out, at Monday night's 
meeting, at the ‘‘same oid group, 
bringing up the same old issues,” 
in regards to last week’s meet- 
ing concerning the fate of Al 
bany's waterfront plans. 

“Unfair statements were made 
at that meeting—unfair both to

We have 
much more to offer than other 
areas because we already have 
Golder Gate Fields and the golf 
course, 

However, Howell noted that, 
because of a suit that has been 
filed against the City by the Al- 
bany Bay Committee in an at- 
tempt to stop the City’s landfill 
operation, a ‘‘cloud has been cast 
over the plans,” which may make 
possible developers hold off.
